DELIVERY 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The weather has been assuming genuine Christmas conditions 
* and the greater part of the country will probably be white for 

that occasion. The high winds and low temperatures of the past 

week have certainly been efficacious in stimulating winter trade, 

and all commercial reports agree that the volume of business this 
year for the season has been heavier than in other years. This 
is important as indicating that the great trade distributors are 
n disposing of their stocks on hand, and at a profit; and, in the 
second place, that the season of the new year will open with 

optimistic views. There is nothing more depressing to a market 


than a carryover stock at the end of the year. It not only com- 
pels the dealer to realize a poor season, but to swear to false 


eel n statements as to stock on hand for sake of keeping assessments 
down on January. 


In the canned goods line there is no business in the country 
in a better condition in this respect. Of all the tinned schedule 
there is not more than one article on the list that can be called in 
over-supply. And, although that one is one of the staples, it 

has been largely lifted out of its despondent condition during the 
SouTH ERN Division past two weeks. We allude to corn. 

One feature worth noticing in respect to the season is the 
annually increasing call for canned fruits and preserves for 
BOSTON & HUDSON STREETS Chrismas use. This should continue to increase, for there is un- 
‘ questionably a great opening for this class of goods at this season 
of the year. Small fruits of all kinds are considerably short in com- 
C. & P. Telephones Mt. Vernon 3620, 3621, 3622. parison with the demand, and the spring will probably witness 
- Windsor 435, 436, 437. an endeavor to multiply the pack. 

Tomatoes have once more verified our prognostications in 
their movement in the market. When in the middle of 
3 A LT IVI O - a November they took a tumble to about goc. to 92%c. per dozen, 

we called attention to the fact that it was to the interest of job- 
bers to depress the market; for there was an unsatisfied inquiry 
as to the amount of holdings, and buyers felt that they needed 
assurance of what cause there was for the high prices of $1.00 
and over at that time. The drop in value developed two things

of the and secondly, the necessity cat 
holders to enter the market before prices became demoralized. 
Ten days covered the operations of these two causes, and, as was 
naturally anticipated, it developed that the holding of tomatoes 
was unusually small for the season, and that the bulk of them 
were in strong hands. During the past few days, therefore, 
prices have again been creeping up, and yet the market gives 
evidence that many buyers are holding the position of bears, 
with their hopes, whilst the stock is steadily going out by car- 
loads at the advancing rates. Some of the best-placed holders in 
this city are now demanding $1.00 for No. 3 standards, and they 
are now quoted in New York at 97%c. We again warn our 
friends, however, that the anticipated figures of $1.10 to $1.25 
are not well to depend upon. In brokers’ trade parlance, it is 
well to allow the other man a chance to make a little. It is 
market gossip here also that certain strong buyers are employing 
the brokers as bears in this market—far concessions from present 
rates. There is a strong game being worked in regard to a syn- 
dicate between New York and Baltimore, the claim being made 
that this syndicate controls the greater bulk of the tomatoes, 
while we are of the opinion that they are only trying todo so. 
We know, however, that there are millions of dollars in this 
movement already and very strong parties at the back of it. We 
mention it, as it is an assurance of firm prices of tomatoes during 
the early months of the year. 

We understand that some futures to be packed in the year 
1906 have been sold in this State at 75c for no. 3 standards: but 
we doubt if this low price can long be secured with the inclina- 
tion of spot stock to advance in value. 

All other lines of canned goods rule about as quoted last 
week, and in fact the market generally is in a holiday condition, 
and more attention is being given to the pranks of Santa Claus 
than to figurues on canned goods. Another important develop- 
ment has come in respect to the situation. The American Can 
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Co., has issued notice that heiete is a reduction of about Soc. in all 
sizes of cans for orders taken during January and February for 
immediate delivery. 

As there has been no reduction in the prices of tin plates, 
this is significant in view of the fact that Straits tin, block tin of 
all kinds in fact has been advancing consideracly of late. It 
relegates to the canned goods packers the situation that has ex- 
isted between the values of tin and tin plates; the plates decling 
as the tin advances. And it requires but little intuition to see 
that this cannot long continue. We would not be surprised to 
see heavy orders placed for future cans in the early part of the 
year, neither would we be surprised to see an advance forced upon 
can makers by the increased cost of materials. 

The value of cans in the forepart of next year, when orders 
are being taken for future goods will have quite an important 
bearing upon the values of future tomatoes, and both buyers and 
sellers are keeping a sharp eye upon the market in these two re- 
lative positions. There is no variation in the values of solders, 
and the difference in quotations on the values of other articles from 
week to week is matter of very small consideration or little im- 
portance to the packer. 

The action of Congress on the Hepburn Bill, especially 
in relation to labels, will be of very much greater interest, and 
as Congress is likely to act in some way upon this before March 
it will be watched with close attention. We call attention to 
this elsewhere.

New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, Dec. 20.—Holiday influence pervades the mar- 
ket to some extent and sales, which have been active for some 
weeks, are becoming more or less quiet. The bulk of the sales 
around this season are practically over and dealers are looking 
for a quiet season until the middle of January or in February. 
Totaling the sales shows that dealers have had a good business, 
better than they thought, perhaps, and in a general way, at good 
prices. Stocks are in quite as good position as usual at this 
season and the general tendencies of the market are quite satis- 
factory. 

Tomatoes.—The tone of the market is steady and all advices 
from packing sections appear to indicate that prices will shortly 
advance. Holders have refused 92%c regular on full standard 
Maryland 3s f. o. b. factory, but sales are still possible at goc. 
Not many can be bought at that price. Some holders are refus- 
ing 92%c but asa rule that price will buy in most quarters. 
Fair standard 3s sell readily enough at goc f. 0. b. factory, and 
in some instances a shade under has been accepted. Gallons are 
firmet and $3.25 is quoted in some quarters for spot goods. 
Jobbers are not buying beyond their needs at the moment, but 
it is generally considered that with the opening of the new year 
it will be necessary for them to pay higher prices for goods. 
Some holders talk $1.15 for full standard 3s after the first of the 
year. 

Corn.—The market is dull and movement is confined to ac- 
tual requirements. Holders of the better grades are confident of 
improvement in prices and refuse any considerable concessions. 


On a large lot it might be possible to get better prices, but in 
general the market situation remains substantially as previously 
reported. The chief element of improvement is the fact that 
less poor stuff is being offered, indicating, possibly, that the bulk 
of it has been cleaned up. With only good stock left the market 
will improve materially and better prices may be looked for. 

Peas.—The tone of the market is strong, but only a quiet 
interest is noted. It would be difficult to buy desirable goods 
below 80c., but, inasmuch as that figure is too high to suit most 
buyers, movement is relatively light. 

Asparagus.—Stocks are light and movement is restricted by 
high prices. Buyers are seeking for goods and would probably 
pay the price asked for supplies were they obtainable. 

Spinach.—Firmness characterizes the market, and business 
is more or less restricted in consequence. 

Sardines.—The market is firmer on domestic grades and a 
fair business for the season is reported in most quarters. It is 
said that an advance on domestic quarter-oils is under consider- 
ation, but so far has not been made. A meeting of packers was 
scheduled in Portland yesterday, but at the time this was written 
no news of the deliberations or their results had been received. 
Local movement is a shade less active. 

Salmon.—The market as a whole is steady. Red Alaska is 
held with confidence and nearly all holders refuse to sell, except- 
ing at full quotations. The return from England of Vice- 
President Drysdale, of the Alaska Packers’ Association, brought 
no change in the situation, but he gave roseate views of the 
market there, and intimated that improvement is possible. 
Columbia River fish is scarce and wanted. Sockeye remains 
steady, but owing to the firmness of holders movement is some- 
what restricted. 

Fruits.—All offerings meet a jobbing demand only, and 
there is no unusual feature in any description. The: holiday 
trade is over and the market for the time is quiet. | Hupson.

BALTIMORE, Dec. 18, 1905. 


Tomatoes.—The demand for tomatoes this week has been unexpectedly 
good. We have cleaned out about all of the various lots of No. 3 tomatoes 
at 85c. to 87%c. per dozen, which have been offered during the past few 
weeks, and the market really closes firm today at 90c. per dozen. Even at 
goc. the supply is unquestionably limited. The buying of tomatoes during 
the past week is causing considerable gossip, essecially coming at a time 
when ordinarily jobbers are busy in holiday goods and not in a position to 
pay any attention to the staple lines of canned goods like tomatoes. These 
tomatoes which are being bought are practically all for immediate shipment. 

Corn.—The market is unchanged, demand not quite so good. 

While stocks of corn in the hands of packers are probably still pretty 
large, yet the cheaper lots in many cases have been sold. 

Peaches.—The Baltimore peach market is unchanged; the demand is 
fairly good. 

Apples.—Gallons are moving out steadily; stocks here are ridiculously 
light, and it looks as though we will soon be up against an entirely bare 
market in Baltimore. 

Peas.—The market is very strong. 

String Beans.—The market on the No. 2 size is firm, 47%c. per dozen, 
regular, f. o. b. Baltimore. We can still buy No. 3s at 65c. and gallons at 
$1.90 per dozen. We are having some inquiry for the better grades of No. 
2 beans. 

Lima Beans.—The market on these goods is not particularly active. 
Stocks here are small. 

Pumpkin.—The packing of pumpkin and squash in this section this 
year has been light. We have some lots of Boston marrow squash at prices 
ranging all the way from 67%c. to 87%c. per dozen f. o. b. various fac. 
tories. Will be glad to give you further information. 

Oysters.—We are having quite an ingury for the better grades of oysters 
extra select 6 and 12 ounce. As usual, they are scarce. If you are inter- 
ested in these goods will be glad indeed to hear from you and will endeavor 
to quote you prices. 

Pears.—The better grades of pears have been in unusually good demand 
this season We find stocks of No. 2 and 3 extras very light. We are 


placing some orders for No. 2 extra standards at 75c. to 80c.; No. 3 extra 
standards at 85c. to goc.; No. 3 extras at $1.00 to $1.25 per dozen, according 
to quality. The cheaper grades of pears are in fair demand.

Tomatoes.—The circus has come to town, camels and all. 

We have not much to say, as there seem to be very few tomatoes to say 
anything about; goc. seems to be a thing of the past, 92%c. barely possible, 
except for goods a little off. Full country packed standards, 95c., very 
hard to purchase except on standard contract, and a good many holders are 
ready to advance to 97%c. if they get orders for a car or two at 95¢c. To say 
that the market is sensitive is putting it mildly. If tomatoes had the 
toothache, neuralgia and various other ills of a similar nature, they could 
not be more sensitive than at this time. This is a time when it is necessary 
tolean on one another, shoulder to shoulder, place confidence in your 
representatives, who really are not as fickle as samples. 

Corn.—Corn seems to be lost in the shuffle this week, but has not lost 
any ground. Holders’ ideas are very firm and few grades being offered under 
50c. are worth bnying. There is fair demand for standard shoe peg corn 
at 50c. Fancy cream grades firm from 55c. to 65c., according to quality.

Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


Tomatoes have taken a turn for the better, so far as No. 3s are con- 
cerned, No. 2s and gallons having been held firmly for some time. The 
syndicate has evidently taken hold with a fresh grip, and if there is virtue 
in statistics should have no difficulty in retaining control. Yet there is 
one disconcerting symptom, namely, a resumption of bargain offers of to- 
matoes in some of the cut-price grocery stores. The offer of goods as 
cutters’ ‘‘ specials ’? usually means a pretty free outlet for them from first 
and second hands, but there may be special circumstances in the case of 
tomatoes this year. The corn market is unchanged. Peas are wanted in 
grades selling at about 75c. per dozen, but they are growing scarce. Jobbers 
report some difficulty in obtaining goods of higher grades. Peas have sold 
extraordinarily well this winter owing, it is understood, to the small sale of 
futures last spring, to which the present low state of retail stocks is ascribed. 
One of the rarer canned products is okra, which is unusually rare this year, 
little stock having been put in cans. Other short packs are pumpkin and 
squash, the crops having been small. Gallon apples, and other pie fruit, are 
firm. California canned fruits are in some request, chiefly peaches and 
pears. The scarcity of pears from the Coast has diverted demand to East- 
ern pears, ond these in turn are running somewhat scarce. The salmon 
situation is not materially changed. The shortage in fancy salmon has 
already been referred to. In other grades the statistical position is none too 
good. The stock of red Alaska salmon now held on the Pacific Coast or in 
warehouse in New York is reported to be the smallest for many years, and 
this, it is argued, would indicate materially higher prices next summer. 
The demand at this season 1s always light, but with the revival of interest in 
1906 the tone of the salmon market will probably improve.—J/erchants’ 
Review. 

Philadelphia. 


The tomato market is unchanged. Prices run from goc. to 92%c. per 


pats with no special demand, The market undeniably has a strong under- 
tone, however, and all prospects indicate an advance in the early spring. 
Corn is unchanged, dull and weak. Peas are strong and, advancing, speak- 
ing especially of the low grades. The pack was short and stocks of low 
and medium grades are low. Higher grades are unchanged and quiet. 
Apples are strong. The latest quotation on New York State apples was 
$2.85, and: that was from second hands. First hands New York holders 
will probably want $3.00 per dozen. Pennsylvania apples are quoted at 
$2.50 and Baltimore brands at $2.25. Peaches are unchanged and quiet. 
The Baltimore line of small canned goods is quiescent for the time and 
shows no special change and no particular demand, California canned 
goods are unchanged.—Gyocery World, 


Chicago. 


The canned goods markets continue very strong on everything in the 
fruit and practically everything in vegetables. There is but one exception, 
corn, which, however, is steady at ruling prices. Tomatoes are somewhat 
firmer this week. Peas continue to advance, owing to increasing scarcity, 
and there is an extremely heavy demand for corn, which is being consumed 
rapidly. Canned peaches are getting firmer as the scarcity of stocks be- 
comes more apparent. All descriptions of peaches are very firm, and other 
canned fruits are either very steady or firm. Canned salmon is in season- 
able request on a firm basis of prices. Red Alaska salmon is firmer than 
last week, as supplies of this grade are limited. Sardines are steadier and 
will not decline. Shrimp, cove oysters, canned lobster and other canned 
fish are all very firm and in good demand.—Gvocers’ Criterion, 


Montreal, Can. 


Trade during the week is reported in fair condition. Jobbers are still 
receiving deliveries from canners, Lobsters are pretty well sold up. The 
quality of the goods this year is better than for some years past. Salmon is 
meeting with good sale. 


Toronto, Can. 


The situation remains unchanged; demand continues on steady basis, 
bulk supplies having been laid in earlier, Spot stocks are falling low and 
there is a general feeling that other lines, in addition to those mentioned in 
earlier issues, may prove insufficient to carry into next season.—Canadian 
Grocer.

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London, England. 

A strong tone continues to characterize the market for British Colum- 
bia, and prices are very firm. The overland shipments arriving at Liverpool 
are taken up as soon as they come to hand. A good deal of business is 
being done in Alaska, especially to arrive, and prices, both on the spot and 
to arrive, continue to advance. Recent arrivals include the Civic with 
4,499 cases, and the Caronia with 3,901 cases, both to Liverpool. Lobsters 
are without change. Sardines.—As is usual at this time of the year, business 
is of small dimensions, but the market maintains a very lively tone. Amongst 
recent arrivals are the Malaga with 4,718 cases, the Bravo with 1,236 cases, 
the Narbonne with 546 cases, the last two named to Liverpool, and the 
Tasso to Hull with 944 cases. Meats.—Business has been quiet during the 
week, but the market is firm. Fruits.——The improved inquiry noted last 
week is maintained and prices are steady. Pines are a firm market, and are 
receiving more attention. 

Liverpool, England. 

British Columbia continues especially firm, with heavy demands from 

the country, iudicating large consumption. There is practically no salmon 

_ of best qualities on spot, and the market is waiting for the arrival of the 
first steamer. Alaska has had a jump up during the week, and limits have 
advanced Is. per case. Sardines continue in inquiry, and good grocery 
quarters are in narrowing compas. Meats quiet. Rabbits.—Little more in- 
quiry. Tomatoes have advanced 4%d. per dozen on short-crop news. 
Fruits are slow, and pineapples in fair inquiry,—Gvocers’ Gazette. 


Santa Cruz, Cal.—Major F. M. Spalding, of San Francisco, and J. W. 
Gayetty are here for the purpose of interesting citizens of Santa Cruz in the 
establishment of an abalone cannery. They have the option of a building 
site on Cowell’s Wharf. The promoters claim there is no odor or anything 
objectionable to a cannery of this kind, as every part of the abalone is uti- 
lized—tthe shells for tiling being mixed with cement; the entrails and offal 
are used in the Japanese trade. From a hundred to three hundred perls are 
usually found each day, and they range in value from 25c. to $50. The 
abalone is to be gathered between Santa Cruz and Half Moon Bay by Japan- 
ese divers. 


The Denver (Colo.) News says: 

Boulder, Colo.—A. J. Stevens, of Hoopston, Ill., who is identified with 
the Sprague Machine Company, of that town, has arrived here and is in 
consultation with the officials of the Boulder Commercial Association with 
the object in view of building a canning factory. The intention is to organ- 
ize a local company to can and preserve the fruits and vegetables. 


Conway, Ark.—A total of $6,200 has been subscribed for a canning 
factory at Conway. J. A. Pence, E. J. Witt and F. U. Halter were selected 
by the stockholders as an executive committee. This committee has secured 
a location for the factory just northwest of the city limits on the railroad.

That’s what we 
all do—send them along. We're not over and above charitable in our deal- 
ing with one another in this world. Yet it must occur to you sometimes, 
just as it occurs to me, that chaps like that aren’t earning a poor living in 
that way because that’s their choice. They’re down on their back and 
pretty close to the last ditch. Perhaps it’s their own fault and perhaps it 
isn’t; we don’t know. And we can’t be sure that we won’t be thrown, and 
thrown hard, tomorrow or next day or next week or next year. The only 
thing we’re certain of is that when we’re approached by unfortunates, book 
agents and peddlers of notions, we’re not civil or half decent. We can’t 
spare a cheery word or a smile. We are busy, we are; busy during business 
hours, busy when we are hobnobbing together and busy when we've pulled 
off our shoes and put on our slippers at home. Too busy to be kind or 
polite. We send them along. 

‘‘There was once a man whose history’s been written who didn’t send 
them along. Whether we believe in Him or not, a good many thousands 
do and worship Him, although they don’t follow His example any too 
closely. When it comes to treading in His footsteps they consult their own 
convenience. And it flashes across me now and then that there’s a connec- 
tion between dishonesty and graft in high places and man’s inhumanity to 
man, We're taught by experience or observation or both that if we drop 
in the scale, lose our positions in the procession, we’re up against a cold 
and heartless proposition, a proposition with a sneer and a fling in it. 
We'll be sent along; and so we compromise with our consciences and 
feather our nests regardless of right or wrong. I don’t often preach; I’m 
not fitted for it; but I’m not ashamed to tell the truth to myself once in a

on pumpkins. The amount canned was 1,000 tons, the product of seventy- 
five acres. The amount of canned goods turned out of the factory during 
the season was 125 carloads. 


Dysart, Ia.—Stock amounting to $15,000 has been subscribed by the 
local business men and farmers for the building of a canning factory, which 
is expected to be in operation by the opening cf the canning season in 1906. 
The temporary executive committee is composed of Con. Brandon, Hans P. 
Jensen and John Marsan. The main building is to be a brick building 
32 x 170 feet, with machinery which will handle corn, apples, tomatoes, 
peas, beans and pumpkins. 


Savanah, Ga.—A report from this point under date of December 6 reads: 
Mayor Myers received today from Col. William Garrard, city attorney, the 
copies of the agreement between the American Can Company and the city, 
leasing to the company for thirty years a portion of the water works tract 
for the purpose of building a factory. Representatives of the company had 
already affixed their signatures. Mayor Myers signed for the city. Repre- 
sentatives of the company have announced that an immediate start will be 
made towards the erection of a large factory. A resolution will probably 
be introduced into Council tomorrow night providing for the company’s 
right to approach the tract leased with railroad tracks and roads. 


Aurora, Kan.—The meeting in Woodman Hall to capitalize a $20,000 
co-operative canning factory was only fairly well attended by the farmers, 
but the books for subscription of stock were opened and a nice start made. 
It is the object of this organization to limit any one person to five shares of 
stock. The shares are $100 each. 


Louisville, Ky.—A cannery company is being organized at Georgetown 
by a number of the business men of that place. Stock is now being sub- 
scribed by them. A creamery was recently established at Georgetown, and 
is now in successful operation. 


Well-Known Brokerage Company Changes Name. 


The Brokerage and Commission House heretofore conducted under the 
name of J. D. Shearman at Indianapolis, Ind., has been incorporated, and 
is now known as the Shearman Mercantile Co., which will conduct the 
business at the same point. Mr. J. D. Shearman is the president of the new 
company.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 
There is so much Christmas bjouterie in the air that there 


seems to be little room for canning matters even in the editorial 
sanctum. 


Nevertheless, there are some things that need consideration, 
and the important thing is to make them apropos so as to attract 
the minds of practical thinkers to them. 


The best way to do this is to recall the development of the 
past year and the lesson it has taught in the passing, especially 
in matters pertaining to our special industry. 


The year opened with the notable event of the surrender 
of Port Arthur on New Year’s Day, after one of the most despe- 
rate and eventful sieges on record, and this surrender was prob- 
ably most important in that it released a large and earnest force 
of Japanese soldiers to assist in the bitter campaign in Man- 
churia.. 


Then followed two mighty battles on land, both disastrous 
to Russia, and later on, in the spring, the notable naval conflict 
between the two fleets in the Sea of Japan, wiping Russia’s marine 
power from the ocean. 


History was being made rapidly and read in the first part of 
this year, so at this time it seems to be quite a long time since 
the close of that Eastern strife, instead of only a few months. 


Yet the bloody spirit of carnage has only moved westward of 
the Himalayas and seems to be intensified by becoming interne- 
cine in character. 


Our readers will remember that we anticipated that this 
spirit of trouble was of cosmic origin; that it has just started on 
what would prove to be a circling of the globe, like a pestilence, 
with many political changes to occur in its passages, changing 
the map of Asia and Europe in its movement and likely to visit 
America. 


Our particular interest in the Eastern troubles centers espe- 
cially in the certainty of this movement Westward, the character 
of the disturbance giving us timely warning to prepard for some 


modified form of it after a time. The prevailing method of the 
Russian just now seems to be the organization of great strikes 
among operatives of all kinds and classes, manipulated by pro- 
fessional revolutionists. 


During the next few years this will probably affect all 
Europe with more or less momentous consequences, but not so 
threatening as among the Slavic race. The strikes and disturb- 
ances there will more closely affect us and will eventually cause 
a sharp conflict between employers and employes, the outcome of 
which will depend largely upon the financial situation prevailing 
at the time. 


It should be noted that even now deliberate preparations 
are being made in the United States for great strikes to be made 
shortly, and almost equally widespread preparations to antago- 
nize them. The Russian method of settling them is with the 
gun; the American method is with the machine. 


There are also evidences of impending troubles in our finan- 
cial atmosphere at the present time. The bank troubles at 
Chicago are unquestionably due to the discovery of illegal and 
dishonest actions of the bank officials, but the whole year’s 
record indicates that general dishonesty seems to have grasped 
everything and is becoming so bad and and bold that it must 
expect to be discovered and exasperate the people. 


The difference between Russia and America is that in the 
former the government, which is not of the people or their repre- 
sentatives, is rotten and in the latter the people, who are the 
real government, or their business representatives, are morally 
as bad as the powers of the Eastern autocracy. 


In plain parlance, the world is once more being taught that 
‘honesty is the best policy,’’ and it is also necessary to go along 
wihtout waiting to be ‘‘ caught at it.’’ The year 1906 will open the 
foregoing condition of things and the wise man will trim his 
sails to the prevailing weather, keeping a weather eye open for 
storms. 


Glancing at matters nearer home, we observe that the fam- 
ous Hepburn Pure-Food Bill has been reported from the Com- 
mittee, an important stage in any bill, and we believe this Bill 
has lain in committee for years. Once before the House, it has 
good chance of vigorous consideration and, as there are active 
advocates of other ‘‘ Pure-Food ’’ Bills, it will probably be well 
dissected. 


Whilst we believe the Hepburn Bill to be the best of the 
Pure-Food Bills so far presented, we still find the original fault 
to which we made objection long ago, viz., it aims at too much 
jn one shot and is likely, therefore, to secure nothing. We do 
not believe any one Bill can be drawn which will cover all lines of 
foods, drinks, drugs and confections, and this is the general 
mistake of all such Bills. 


As we have heretofore said, each specific class should have a 
Bill for itself. All in one is too heterogeneous and can never be 
made practical. Thus hermetically sealed foods should have a 
law specially pertaining to them, proposed and prepared by rep- 
resentatives of the packers and distributors of such goods and 
overseen and corrected by the agents of the consumers in the 
persons of officers from the Government Food Bureau and the 
officers from State and city departments of the same class. 


Only in this way can we expect anything practical. This 
question of pure food has to consider two entirely different ques- 
tions. ‘To begin with, one is the food itself and its preparation 
and the other the packages which contain it, and these differ 
utterly in size, quality and kind of material aud in the labels and 
application of them. This matter of labels has been making 
trouble during the past year with foreign goods to make them 
comply with the present law. .

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CALIFORNIA MARKET. 


SAN FRANCISCO, CAL., December 16, 1905. 
EpiTor THE TRADE:— 

Until today the weather in most portions of the State has 
been cool and clear and frequent frosts were experienced. 
Southern California proved an exception to the pleasant weather 
conditions by having a very serious storm which in many places 
blew the oranges and lemons from the trees and in some places 
broke them down and uprooted them. The damage to the 
orange crop was considerable but no accurate estimate of the 
damage can be given at this time. According to a prominent 
fruit shipper the season is already ten days behind and the size 
of the crop has been largely overestimated and the damage caus- 
ed by this storm will cut down the yield still more. The rain 
which is beginning to fall here today is most welcome as the 
whole State is dry and water is needed badly by the orchardists, 
farmers and mining interests. 

The local canned goods situation is unchanged, stocks stead- 
ily decreasing and experiencing a corresponding advancing value, 
tho no advances have been announced during the past few days. 
Great progress is being made in the Hawaiian Islands in the 
packing of Pineapples and Baltimore packers such as Johnston, 
Kensett, and others will have to look to their laurels. A rep- 
resentative of the largest Hawaiian packer visited the trade in the 
East last year and is said to have been much encourage by his 
reception there. During the season of 1905, 960,000 cans were 
packed in the Islands and from the present outlook the crop for 
1906 will amount to 2,400,000. They pack their goods in a 2% 
Ib. can. So great has been the development in these farms that 
the Oahu Railroad is building an extension of its lines to the 
Colony on Oahu so that the product may be more readily 
marketed. ‘* CALIFORNIAN,’’ 


Middletown, Md.- —The canning hone for Brunswick, this valley, is an 
assured fact. The required amount has been subscribed by over 100 persons. 
The building will be a large one and the plant one of the most modern and 
highly improved in existence. 


Hopewell, N. J.—A report from here says: George G. Bailey, vice- 
president of the Fort Stanwix Canning Company, of Rome, N. Y., and A. 
Wettengal, secretary, and J. K. Brown, of Fulton, N. Y., were here yester- 
day prospecting for a location to erect a canning factory. They desire to 
have raised 500 acres of tomatoes, 400 acres of corn, beans, peas, beets and 
apples. They have a factory at Rome, N. Y., costing $100,000. The pro- 
moters said the factory already here was not adapted to their needs, as they 
desire to erect a building costing at least $20,000 and equip it with all mod- 
ern improvements adapted to the canning business. Correspondence is 
now being carried on and there is a possibility that the Hopewell Valley 
Canning Company will sell to the New Yorkers. 


New York City, N. Y.—The American Can Company has declared the 
regular quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. on its preferred stock, payable 
January 1, to stockholders of December 16. 


Wyoming, N. Y.—John Hardiman has just furnished the following 
figures as the year’s output for the canning factory: 18,000 cases of 24 cans 
each of peas, 6,000 cases of corn and 10,000 one-gallon cans of apples. The 
goods have already been sold at good prices, and 10,000 more cans were 
wanted. All debts are paid, and there will be a dividend for shareholders.

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A BILL 


To Regulate Commerce in 
Foods and Drugs. 
AN EXPLANATION 
Of Its Terms and Purposes By Sections. 


COMPAR ED WITH THE HEYBORWN BILL. 
The Advantages of This Bill. 


(CONTINUED FROM LAST WEEK.) 
SECTION 5. 

This section places the chemical work under this Bill in the Food 
Laboratory of the Bureau of Chemistry in the Department of Agriculture. 
This Food Laboratory is especially fitted for the line of work required to 
be done by it under this Bill. But under this section there is nothing for 
this Department to do but to analyze the samples and give a certificate of the 
results to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

SECTION 6. 

This section requires that when violations are discovered the proper 
steps shall be at once taken to punish the offenders. 

SECTION 7. 

District Attorneys are required to carry on prosecutions under this Bill. 
A feature of this section is that when a prosecution is commenced the de- 
fendant shall have the right to receive from the District Attorney a copy of 
the analysis of the article upon which proceedings have been commenced. 
This is only fair. The defendant is entitled to know the particulars of the 
offense with which he is charged just as soon as the charge is made. This 
has long been recognized as a fundamental principle of pleading; that is, 
that the plaintiff must narrate his cause of action specifically so that the 
defendant may know with what offense he is charged. Under the English 
Food Law a copy of the analysis is required to be served with the summons. 
Therefore, this is not a new or strange feature. 


SECTION 8. 

This section makes it the duty of every person handling goods as arti- 
cles of interstate commerce to sell a sample of the same to the proper officers 
of the government. This also includes jobbers, brokers, etc., or any person 
entitled to the possession or control of the articles. 

SECTION 9. 

This section is intended to prevent an abuse of power by anyone enforc- 
ing this Bill, such as has been done by many of the State Food Commission- 
ers. In the first place, the section gives the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor the right to publish bulletins of his work done under this Bill, the 
same as other bulletins of his Department; that is, he may state the amount 
of work he has done, the number of samples found to be pure; the number 
found to be adulterated; number of cases started; his method of enforcing . 
this law; and other general and useful information; but it prohibits him 
from advertising the goods of some manufacturers which happen to be 
picked up by inspectors and found to be pure. The results of analyses may 
be mentioned, but no dealer should be given free advertising at the expense 
of the government to the disadvantage of other dealers whose goods are 
just as good, but which the inspectors do not happen to pick up. But the 
salient feature of this section is that the name of the dealer, or the name of 
the brand, shall not be published in connection with adulterated or mis- 
branded articles until he has had a trial and been regularly convicted and 
the case has been finally adjudicated if appealed. If it were not for this 
restriction the names of dealers could be published in connection with goods 
alleged to be illegal on the mere finding of a chemist, when afterward the 
dealer might be able to establish in court that his goods were not adulte- 
rated or misbranded and that the chemist was wrong in his finding. Some 
of the State Food Commissioners do not hesitate to publish in their annuay 
reports a long list of foods as adulterated and illegal, and to give the name 
of the manufacturers of the same; and newspapers and journals all over the 
country do not hesitate to point out these brands and these manufacturers 
and warn consumers against them, where the only foundation for all this 
ruthless attack on a firm’s goods and a firm’s name is the finding of the 
State Food Chemist. Many times the cases are never brought into court, 
the evidence being so slight and-uncertain that the Commissioner does not 
care to undertake to prove what he has alleged to be a fact. A firm’s name 
should be protected, and it is not right that it should be abused on the mere 
technical finding of a chemist. There is always an issue of fact as to 
whether a man’s goods are adulterated or not, and every citizen of this 
country is entitled to have issues of fact directly affecting him and injuring 
him decided by a jury of the land, and no chemist has the right to take the

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place of a jury and decide such matters. If aman is charged with murder 
there is no one calls him a murderer until he has been convicted of the 
crime. He may be “suspected of murder,’ or ‘the supposed murderer,” 
etc., but the fixing of the crime on him usually awaits the verdict of the 
jury. But under the food laws, if a chemist asserts he finds articles adulte- 
rated, the formality of a trial is waved without consulting the dealer, and 
he is proclaimed guilty and his goods adulterated. This section protects 
a citizen against such action until he has enjoyed the privilege of a trial 
under the law of the land. 


SECTION Io, 

In this section the term ‘‘ food”’ is defined, and substances like baking 
powder, spices, etc., which technically might not be clossed as food, are 
included in the definition. 

SECTION II. 


This section defines what shall be considered adulterated or misbranded 
articles. The various paragraphs speak for themselves and need not be 
commented on here. Care has been taken to make them cover every 
possible form of adulteration. The proviso on page 11 specifying what shall 
not be deemed to be adulterated articles is very important and requires 
careful consideration. 

The first exception relates to articles which are different to any rec- 
ognized class of articles of food. For instance: Vanilla extract is a recog- 
nized article of food and has a definite character, but there are thousands of 
artificial vanilla flavors on the market that are not recognized articles of 
food, because they have no definite character. They are made in many 
different ways and from different substances, and about the only thing in 
common among them is that they have a vanilla flavor, So with lemon ex- 
tract; it has its imitations, having no quality of lemon extract except the 
flavor; so with maple syrup and many other substances which are imitated. 
This section aims to have all such substances labeled so as to distinguish 
them from every recognized class of articles of food; and also to have them 
labeled so that they must be sold on their own merit. Care is taken to 
protect valuable preparations by specifying that it shall be a sufficient com- 
pliance with this law if they are labeled compounds, etc., instead of disclos- 
ing the ingredients on the label to show their character, as required in some 
States. The purchaser is informed that the article is not a genuine product, 
but a compound, etc., and with that information he must use his judgment 
as to whether he wauits to buy it or not. When the law protects the buyer 
from injury to health and from a fraud, then he has been sufficiently pro- 
tected and warned; and it is ridiculous to attempt to draft a law which will 


relieve him pa using his own discretion and cating his own bargains as 
he sees fit. This section also encourages manufacturers to discover and 
manufacture articles of real merit, because when such articles stand on their 
own merit, the better articles have the advantage. But under the system in 
vogue in some of the States, where a dealer is compelled to publish the 
ingredients of the article on the label, there is no encouragement to discover 
and use a valuable article, because in order to sell it the manufacturer must 
disclose the ingredients of the article to the public, and other people imme- 
diately steal his discovery and make use of it. 

The second exception undertakes to deal with one of the most import- 
ant questions met with in connection with food laws, that is, the use of 
preservatives in food. That the use of preservatives in food is a necessity is 
demonstrated every day by actual facts; and the question would soon be 
settled in favor of their legitimate use if the scientists who endeavor to 
prove that they should not be used would only exert one-half the energy 
thus spent in ascertaining the great injury which is being done every day to 
the human race on account of a failure to use them in food, and giving such 
information to the public. Even without any investigation on the subject, 
there is scarcely a day that passes in which the newspapers of the country 
do not contain an account of deaths from ptomaine poisoning in food and 
other food poising, which could have been wholly prevented by the use of 
preservatives. That people die from eating food not properly preserved 
from the ravages of bacteria is a fact demonstrated every day of our lives; 
and if every death thus resulting were recorded the record would be astound- 
ing. On the other hand, there is not one case on record of the death of any 
human being from the judicious use of chemical or other preservatives. 
And, even though governments have spent millions of dollars in trying to 
prove that certain preservatives are injurious, they have not established 
beyond a doubt that they even injure slightly, even when used abnormally. 
In view of actual facts open to any careful observer every day, the law 
should require that a preservative be used, rather than prohibit its use. 

This section draws a very distinct line between food adulteration and 
food preservation; and it attempts to regulate the use of preservatives. 

In regulating the use of preservatives it is necessary, in order not to 
discriminate between substances, to regulate the use of all substances added 
to food for legitimate purposes. In the first place, the section absolutely 
prohibits the use of any substance for any purpose whose dose is less than 20 
grains. This excludes all poisons. If the line were placed much higher it 
would exclude alcohol, pepper, many fruit flavors, mustard, vinegar, cinna- 
mon and other spices, and would prohibit their use in food.
